Crow Not a Swift flyer. 


The crow Is the least rapid of a list 


of 22 migratory birds, flying an insig- 
nificant average of 45 feet a second, or 
80 miles an hour. Of course this speed 
maintained steadily In an automobile

better than the crow.

per second, ranging IB speed from B8 
to 98 miles an hour, but usually fly 
at a much slower rate.
